New Regulations Issued by 


All Bakéfs Using Over 
Three Barrels of Flour a 
Month.

Washington, January 31.—Licensing 
regulations as applied to’ bakers were 
extended by President Wilson in 
proclamation tonight to take in hotels, 
restaurants and ciubs which do their 
own baking, to include thousands of 
small bakers heretofore exempt, and to 
cover the manufactwre of bread of every 
kind, including cake, crackers, biscuits, 
pastry and other bakery products. 

At the same time the president put 
under licénse aH importers and distrib- 
utors of green coffee to prevent specu- 
lative prices in the coffee market. | 

All licenses must be obtained by Feb- 
ruary 4, when tne new regulations be- 
come effective. 

Bakers already umder license are 
those who use not less than ten barrels 
of flour a month. Hereafter the limit 
will be placed at three .barrels.

enrich its water gas. Muchemore £45

“The heat value of the gas is off 
at least 20 per cent,” eaid Mr. Poole. 
/“T have made a careful and thorough 
inquiry into the conditions and I do 
rit think the gas company can im- 
prove the quality of gas at the present 
time. They cannot get the right kind 
of coal and there is a scarcity of oil 
all over the country.

, .A statement given out with the new 
| regulations points out that the food ad- 


ministration will impose no restrictions 


'on the amount of wheat flour substi- 
| tutes a baker may use, and all bakers 
are urged to employ as much substitu- 
| tion as possible. 

“Housewives, it is believed. are so 
eager to save wheat,” says the state- 
ment, “that bakers will find it to their 
business advantage to make breads and 
other products which contain a very 
high percentage of whole wheat flour 
| or flour substitutes, since there will be 
a heavy demand for them. Skillful 
bakers are making these products suc- 
cessfully now with only enough wheat 
flour to serve as a binder.” 

Bakers of products other than bread 
and rolls, although their purchases of 
wheat flour will be reduced to 8@ per 
cent of their requirements, will not be 
required to cut their gales, and food 
administration officials look for them 
to keep their output up to normal by 
a use of the substitute flours. 

The list of wheat flour substitutes 
that may be used by: bakers, as listed 
in the new regulations, are bran, shorts 
and middiings, corn flour, cornmeal, 
edible cornstarch, hominy, corn grits, 
barley flour. rolled oats, otmeal, rice, 
rice flour, buckwheat flour, potato 
flour, sweet potato flour, milo flour and 
similar flours and meals, bean meal, 
peanut meal, cassava, taor and banana 
flours. ae 

Bread made of graham or whole 
wheat fllour will be regarded as bread 
made with substitute flours. 


If potatoes are used as a whéat 
flour substitute four pounds +-must 
be us where one of some other sub- 
retitute is required because of the high 
percentage ofswater in potatoes.

open and conduct their business on the 
heatiess Monday's 

“Many of the ‘dabkveiabbede received 
from Washington,” said Mr. Stephenson, 
“specificaHNy cal! upon the patriotism 
of the people for their fulfiliment, and 
it is the belief of our office that the 
people of Georgia will endeavor in ev- 
ery way within their power to wvarry 
out these orders, “yqt, onlM as nearly 
as possible, but alse in their 
spirit and intent.’

Washington, January 31.—Quick re@ 
taliatory measures were forecast herd 
tonight as the answer of the United 
States and the allies to Spain's inter< 
ference with the shipment of goods 
across her frontier to France. In fact, 
certain Spanish ships now in American 
ports ready to sail are being held up 
pending a clearing of the situation, al- 
though the war trade board in a formal 
statement tonight denied that vessels 
under the Spanish flag generally were 
being kept in port. 

The American government is partice 
ularly concerned in the situation be« 
cause of large orders placed in Spain 
by General Pershing for supplies for 
the American army. It holds, too, the 
chief weapon to force a lifting of an 
embargo placed by Spain, since Spain 
draws heavily on the United States for 
foodstuffs.

| Not Generally Held Up. 

“It is not eorrect that Spanish ships 
are being g°verally held up by means 
of refusing bunkers or otherwise. It 
is expected further clearances will be 
granted. Each case is dealt with on 
its .own facts, and in a few cases 
bunker licenses have been withheld, as 
where a ship has been loaded in whole 
or in part with commodities as _ to 
which export licenses could not be al- 
lowed under the policy of the war 
trade board.” 

No comment other than this state- 
ment was to be had officially at the 
war trade board offices concerning the 
Spanish situation. Allied . officials 
have been given no end of perplexity 
by Spain. Although not so situated 
geographically as to ship supplies 
readily into Germany, charges have 
beén made that goods from Spanish 
Morrocco have gone through the Swiss 
port of entry in Frané¢e into Switzer- 
land and thence into Germany. Charges 
also have been’ made that the German 
spy system has used wireless equip- 
ment in Spain to communicate with the 
central powers. 

A considerable element in the Span- 
ish government, it is well known, is 
German in its leanings and officials in 
Washington express no hesitation in 
intimating that this element is in'a 
large measure responsible for the pres- 
ent trouble... The official reason given 
for the blocking of General Pershing’s 
order, is said to be that the Spanish 
railroad system has broken down and 
that it is impossible to handle goode 
destined for France.

“ALL’S WELL THAT ENDS WELL.” 


It is quite natural that Dr. Hardman, fuel 
administrator for Georgia, should feel a bit 
ill at ease over the complete reversal of his 
Monday closing order by the federal fuel 
administration at Washington. 

He takes the position that he was thor- 
oughly justified in issuing his order to close 
every industry and business house in the 
state wax tight, quoting certain instructions 
from the national fuel administration under 
which he acted. 

In full justice to Dr. Hardman, let it be 
said that there was much in the order re- 
ceived by him to justify his construction, ac- 
cording to a literal interpretation of those 
orders. For instance, one of them, as quoted 
by Dr. Hardman, clearly stated that the fuel 

‘administration believed it impossible to keep 
a factory running with the use of no more 
fuel than was necessary to prevent freezing 
—not calculating upon a temperate day when 
no coal was needed for that purpose. 

The Constitution knew that as soon as 
the national fuel administration had the. 
matter properly presented to it, it would 
have no other alternative than to revise its 


order. 

The cPhstitution took the position that it 
was entirely legitimate and proper to say that 
no coal for heating should be used by any 
factory or business house on any specified 
day, beyond the amount required to main- 
tain a minimum temperature compelled by 
insurance regulations; but that any factory 
or other industrial plant equipped to run 
by hydro-electric power, and hence not using 
a pound of fuel for power, could operate if it 
used no coal for heat, and do so without in 
the slightest degree violating either the 
spirit or the letter of any fuel-conservation 
regulation. | : 

It was very emphatically shown to the 
fuel administration that the closing of such 
electric power-using factories that did close 
down last Monday in obedience to the state 
fuel administrator's order entailed the con- 
sumption of actually more fuel for heating 
than would have been used if they had re- 
mained open and running, because hundreds 
of their operatives burned coal in their 
homes all day, which would not have been 
necessary had the mills remained in opera- 
tion. There are hundreds of instances in 
which households of mill operatives contain 
no members other than those employed in 
the same mill, and in which, therefore, no 
fuel is used for domestic purposes while the 
mill is in operation. | | 

In the mills on last Monday the heat, 
generated by the friction,of thousands of 
spindles and bearings, afid without the use 
of a pound of coal, produced a temperature 
of around 65 degrees, and for most of the 
day windows were generally kept open. 
It is well now that the whole matter is 
thoroughly understood. From this time on 
the order of the fuel administration is clear 
and distinct; and exactly in“line with The 
Constitution's contention that any factory, 
industrial plant or ahy other place of bust 
ness may remain open as usual on Mondays, 
provided they use no fuel for power and 
none for heating purposes, other than what 
is necessary to comply with obligatory in- 
_ The Constitation is fot, nor has it been, 
disposed to criticise Dr. Hardman. He did 
the best he could according to his lights.

We come 
right out in the open with our rules: and 
regulations against the spread of diphtheria, 
tuberculosis, smallpox and other respectable 
diseases. But when the question of pre- 
venting the spread of diseases a hundred 
times more destructive arises, the so-called 
venereal diseases, we suddenly assume a 
cloak of false modesty and pretend that 
these diseases do not concern respectable 
people. 

Syphilis and gonorrhea, terribly destrue- 
tive diseases, are far more prevalent among 
all classes of people than tuberculosis, small- 
pox and diphtheria. The black plague de- 
stroys infinitely more lives than tubercu- 
losis does. It wrecks the happiness and in- 
sures lifelong invalidism an appalling 
number of innocent brides. Why’ 

Well, there are two chief reasons. One 
is because in our smug complacency we have 
indorsed the double standard. The other 
reason is that apparently we haven't the 
courage to demand a heaith certificate be- 
fore consenting to the engagement—and 
right there is where we prove faise to our 
trust.

Judge Emory Speer in federal court 
today dismissed an application for ha- 
beas corpus to secure the discharge 
from military service of John Kolb, of 
Philadelphia, who, it was pointed out, 
had enlisted about three weeks before 
he had attained his military majority, 
18 years, and had done so without the 
knowledge or consem of his parents. 
In an effort to secure the release of 
their son, the parents had had habeas 
corpus writs served on those in charge 
at Camp Hancock. Major Butler Wen- 
dell, assistant judge advocate of the 
Twenty-eighth division,. represented 
the military authorities, and C. Henry 
Cohen, of Augusta, represented the 
young man’s parents.

Men Who Fail to Return 
Questionnaires May Be 
Put in Deferred Class 

Local boards may in their discretion 
place a registrant in a deferred claasi- 
fication, instead of class 1, when the 
naire, according to a ruling 
Provost Marshal General Crowder. 

This discretion should be exercised, 
however, only with the greatest dis- 
crimination, the ruling states, and 
only when the board is satisfied be- 
yond a reasonable d@mbt that such a 
registrant should be placed in a dé- 
ferred classification. Such ae regis- 
trant, though, is not exempt from pros- 
ecution fér violation of the law, but is 
to be reported by the local board to 
the nearest representative of the fed- 
eral department of justice. . 

The local board cannot maké such a 
classification of a registrant if the 
registrant has already been inducted 
into service by the adjutant general 
as a delinquent, except as provided for 
in the rnles and regulations of the se- 
lective service, the sections of the reg- 
ulations dealing with delinquents or 
deserters being in nowise amended by 
the granting of this discretion to local 
boards.

Tonic te Fighting Spirit.

The common opinion was that 
they would be a tonic to the fighting 
spirit of the Frenchmen rather than 
depressing, a predominant feeling 
seemed to be that there should be such 
réprisals*by the French as would con- 
vince the Germans that it was not 
worth while to drop bembs on non- 
combatants. Generally Parisiang treat- 
ed the raid as a great dramatic spec- 
tacle. All signs of it having had any 
moral effect on the populace was.ab- 
sent. The newspapers today did not 
print long stories orf the raid and eim- 
jnated altogether the names of lodgali- 
ties where damage was done. The 
pictures, Gobelin tapestries and other

in Versailles palace, will again be re- 
moved to a piace of safety as a pre- 
caution. 

There were some outbreaks of fire 
reported after the raid, due to gas 
mains having been broken by bombs.

RAID A REPRISAL, 
BERLIN ANNOUNCES. 

Berlin, January 31.—(Via London.)— 
“Ag-a reprisal,’ says the official state- 
ment issued today by the war office, 
“we dropped fourteen tons of bombs on 
Paris.” 

The official statement adds that the 
raid on the.

front was raided during a heavy fog 
shortly after midnight this morning. 
The attack was preceded by a violent 
artillery barrage. 

T'wo Americans were killed and four 
wounded. One ‘soldier is missing and 
is believed to have been captured by 
the enemy. 

Casualties have been occurring al- 
most daily for several days on this séc- 
tor. It is now permitted to disclose 
that all the recent casualties given out 
from Washington occurred in this sec- 
tor. The deaths were caused by shell 
fire, mostly shrapnel. 

Last night was fairly quiet through- 
out the American sector. The usual 
number of sheils came over, doing no 
damage, and there were the customary 
sporadic outbursts of machine gunfire 
from both sides at points where the 
opposing lines are nearest. 

Attack Made in Feg. 

At daybreak this morning the heavy 
fog which had been en¥eloping the 
whole position and the country for 
miles around for several days became 
still thicker, blotting out all except the 
nearest enemy positions. At 7 o'clock 
three muffled reports sounded through 
the fog. There were three whistles, fol- 
lowed by three shell bursts. The pro- 
jectiles exploded on three sideg of an 
American listening post ju@t outside 
the wire within 45 feet of an enemy 
listening post. ‘ , 

‘Then hell broke loose,” sai@ one of 
the men there. For fifteen minutes the 
enemy broke hundreds of high explo- 
sive 77's around the post and the sur- 
rounding ground, cutting off the men 
there. Two of them were killed in the 
first few minutes. Another man who 
was at the post told the correspondent 
later, as he was lying on a cot in a 
field hospital, that he saw four Ger- 
mans approaching out of the fog as the 
barrage lifted. He brought his auto- 
matic rifle into play and saw two of the 
Germans fall. He kept on firing until 
shell splinters hit him in the head and 
arm. 

“The last I remember in the time be- 
fore I reached the hospital,” said an- 
other wounded man, “is seeink some- 
thing moving through the fog. 1° de- 
termined to get some Germans and put 
my rifle to my shoulder, but never 
pulled the trigger.
